So I said to 
Ketcbam, 'There's a pack of bums on the 
front platform.' We walked forward and I 
opened the door. Wa were mat by a regular 
volley of bUota. Ketoham oriad, 'I am shot, ' 
and fell, while I leaned over to escape the 
next shota. I triad to get my revolver out 
of my pocket, but it caught on the lining. I

many for me, and I retreated through the 
back door into the next oar, where I met the 
c >ii<luctor and told bim about it He rang | 
tlie N'l I, and when the train slowed up, we. 
went forward and found Ketcham lying on

The chairs in 
all the galleries are in their places. Tiie ceil- 
ing directly over the parquette has In-en dec- 
orate<l with tri-colored bunting and large 
stars, aii'l tlie work of decorating the rest uf 
the I I ilmost completed. 

One looking at the mammoth auditorium 
from the speaker's stand, sees at the same 
time a roominess al>out tha whole arrange- 
ment which argues in a moat favorable con- 
trast to the sardine-in a-box capacity which 
obaracteriied the St Douis convention. 
From the first balcony there are thirteen 
aaita, so distributed ttiat no seat ia more 
than twenty feet from aa azit Tha rest of 
the auditorium has a simlUrly kTisIl dMrl- 
bution of the means of egress.

Baxaivoiub, JunalL—BorribU barbarism 
is being proven against the aaptaias aC OhMie 

peake bay dredgers. Tt is sbowB that la 
many caseo the unhappy crews hava beaa SO 
beaten and ill treated that men have been 
glad to throw themselves into the water and 
perish by drowning rather than at the hands 
of the brutji slave driving captains armed 
with knives or dubs. 

In a case before the grand Jury of the 
United States district court a scathing re- 
port has been made, the text of which Is at 
follows: 

"It has been in evidence before us that 
gross injustice is practiced upon the crews 
of oyster-dre<lging boats in the Chesapeake 
bay ite tributariee; that these crews 
are often beaten with shovels, ax han- 
dles, iron levers, knocked down with 
the fist and kicked, tied to cranK holders, 
made to whip one another, made to work 
when nnable to do SO on account of sickness, 
sometimes at the point of a pistol, and other- 
wise brutally iU-treatad, making their life 
intolarabk. Wa have had evidences that 
corpsss wers seen floating in the waters In 
the neighborhood of the dredging grounds, 
creating a suspioioa that the orima ot mar> 
dermay hava baoa ooaunittad aponttiasa 
dredging boats. 

"Aftsr mu<di casafnl investigation wa flnd 
that it is next to impostfbla to f astan tha 
death of thess msa npoa ths guilty parlgr, 
owing to collusion batwssa owners, oqitalaa 
aad matss of said vasstla throogh asotivas «C 
sslf -interest, Wa hava had svidence that tha 
treatment by aiastars, oaptalns and mates of 
dradgiag v issi l s oC tha orsws has bean so 
oresl that soma wMM sadaagor thslrllvas 
by swimming froas vasssla to tha shors la 
ordsr tossoapa 

"la oos instanos a maa Jampad orarboarA 
aad wai drowned, aad it was boBaaad aoai* 
aMad saieida, sa tsrriblo waa tha puaidi- 
ment inflicted upon him, Wa hava bad tes-

"Now in view of this testimony before 
us, we, the members of the grand inciuest 
of the United States for the district of 
Maryland, do most earnestly and respect- 
fully suggest to the honorable court 
the necessity of <Mlliii^' the altoiition of tha 
United Htatcjf authop ititis to theise olTen.ses, 
so that its utmost powers under the laws 
may lie exerttnl to havi' sui'h pructii'es pro- 
ventisl iu the future \ty thrmvun; urouad 
these poor people such suieguarda as are 
posstUSk"

Wullingford had a baggy 
whip in his hand, and struck Dawson 
two or three times on the head with the 
large end of it. 

Thatbird or fourth Mow cut quite a se- 
vere gash in the back part of the ofl!cer's 
head. At this point Dawson pulled his 
pistol and attempted to shoot, but at the 
first attempt the weapon missed fire. 
The second attempt was more successful, 
but the ball went wide of its mark. By- 
staaders here interfered and pat an end 
to what promised to be a serious affair.
